SPRING SONG 


Spring is awakening again 
through the countryside; the 
wattle is gold, the first or- 
chids are showing and wild- 
flowers rushing into blossom. 
‘In the bird world, activity 
is feverish. Birds are pairing 
off ready to start the urgent 
job of rearing a brood to con- 
tinue their kind. Some of the 
early nesters have already 


built their: nests and have_ 


started brooding the eggs. 

This is the time when many 
young people go to the bush 
and return with eggs which 
they keep in “collections’. 
They do not realise that, 
apart from other considera- 
tions, this is illegal, and they 
could be subject to prosecu- 
tion. The Fisheries and Wild- 
life Department points out 
that you cannot have the eggs 
of protected native birds in 
your possession. . 

(The only native birds not 


protected are the raven 
(crow), the five species of cor- 
morants, the wedge-tailed 


eagle, the goshawk, the pereg- 
rine falcon, white cockatoo 
and galah.) 

All too often the eggs, col- 
jected thoughtlessly without 
real interest, are carelessly 
stored and later discarded. 
Tramping through the bush 
searching and touching nests 
can cause ‘birds to desert even 
if the eggs are not taken. 

Birds — and in fact animal 
life in general — has much to 
contend with in this age of 
expansion; its habitat. is fall- 
ing {faster and faster.to the 
encroaching clearing of - the 
bush; pesticides’ take their 
toll: Even if it were- allowed 
by law, we should not add to 
the threat to birds by inter- 
fering with them. Tnsectivor- 
ous birds are continuously 
working for the general good, 
by keeping a natural check 
on the insect populations. 

Animals are part of the 
older, natural ‘world which is 
becoming more important 
each year to the recreation of 
people in our present highly 
mechanised and artificial life. 
Part of the joy of fishing is 
the delight in the Sights, 
sounds and scents of the out- 
doors. Bird song, colour and 
movement give life and in- 
terest’ to the bush; they are 
part of the natural scene. 

The Fisheries and Wildlife 
Department asks that parents 
tell their young people these 
things, and that eggs Jeft in 
the nest, with subsequent ob- 
servation of the birds’ nesting 
and rearing activities (with 
care not to frighten the par- 
ents) is much more interest- 
ing and rewarding than ‘the 
dusty remains of eggshells.

TRIBUNAL REFORN WANTED BY 
_ SECONDARY TEACHERS 


Letter to the Editor 


Sir, | During recent 
months there has been ‘con- 
siderable controversy on the 
question of reform of the 
Teachers’ Tribunal. This letter 
is aimed at clarifying some of 
the important isues in order 
that they may be more readily 
understood by the general 
public., 

The } recent ‘situation was 
not- merely a dispute over 
salaries; The basic objections 
were relevant to-the constitu- 
tion: and practice of the 
Teachers’ Tribunal. This Tri- 
bunal {consists of three per; 
sons and is the final autho- 
rity On: many _ important 
issues,| including that of ad- 
teachers’ salaries. That 
such jan important body 
should; be shrouded in’ sec- 
recy is| amazing, yet the facts 
are that in the -Past it has— 

(a) generally refused . to 

give reasons for de- 
cisions which it has 
made; 


conducted its meetings 
in complete secrecy. No 
outsiders, inclu ding 
‘press, have been per- 
mitted’ to attend a meet- 
ing of the Tribunal un- 
less requested ta do so. 


(b: 


“rhere ‘has ‘also. been con- 
siderable dissatisfaction with 
the constitution of the Tri- 
bunal. It is felt-that teachers 
cannot, as a whole, be ade- 
quately represented by one 
teachers’ representative, as is 
now the case. Secondary 
teachers (and other groups, 
for example, technical teach- 
ers) feel that they should 
have separate representation 
on the Tribunal. 

There are many obvious 
evils in -the present State 
system of education. Why 
should some schools (such as 
our own) have one teacher 
for every twenty-four pupils, 
whilst others have’ one teacher 
for every fifteen pupils? “Why 
should “some schools have 
lavish grounds and expensive 
buildings whilst others remain 
in a relatively neglected 
state? . 


Secondary teachers feel that 
a reform of the ‘Teachers’ Tri- 
bunal is the first step to- 
wards remedying some of the 
more glaring irregularities of. 
our educational system,

BUYING THAT 
BLOCK 


(Statement by Mr. Frank 
Foy, General Secretary, Real 
Estate and Steck Institute of 
Victoria.) 

_ There are some points ‘to 
watch in buying a block of 
land apart from the location 
in relation to neighborhood 
amenities and transport. 

If you are buying in a new 
area, remember that the pre- 
sent outlook could be affect- 
ed by houses eventually built 
on adjoining or nearby 
blocks. 

On the other hand, if the 
likely obstructive houses are 
erected before you build, a 
well-designed siting on your 
Jand could ensure that your 
house gains the maximum 
pleasurable outlook. 

It costs more to build on 
a steep block especially in 
brick or brick veneer con- 
structions, which need more’ 
substantial foundations. The 
walls of a brick or brick 
veneer home extend from 
ground level to ceiling, where- 
as in a timber home the walls 
commence at floor level. 
However, a-steep block en- 
ables a garage and laundry 
to be placed under the house. 
If you contemplate a garage 
of this type you must allow 
for sufficient fire-proofing be- 
tween the garage and the 
rooms above. 

Another use of such a block 
would be for a split-level de- 
sign. Some like this type of 
planning, but some do not. 

A steep site often goes with 
@ good view. 


ROAD MAKING 

If streets and footpaths are 
unmade, you should ‘have 
some idea when these are 
likely to be fully made. 
You should also obtain de- 
finite information whether the 
cost is payable by you ‘or the 
subdivider, the person selling 
the land to you. 

If the advertisement states 
the street-making is at the 
seller’s expense you have no 
problem, because he would 
not deliberately misrepresent 
such a fact. 





in this regard, the law on mis-_ 
leading advertising is very 
comprehensive in this State. 
If the advertisement does not 
say it is at his expense, do 
not assume that it is, but 
check with the local council. 

Availability of all services 
must be -definitely understood. 
Once again, inclusion in the 
advertisement is proof that 
the services are available, be- 
cause the law prevents any 
such statements unless they 
are in fact available. 

If the advertisement does 
not mention the fact, assume 
there will be some delay or 
other . problems. 

If the supply authorities 
give you a more optimistic 
forecast, you can of course 
rely on this and plan accord- 
ingly. 5 


OTHER POINTS 


Other points to watch are 
these: 

@ Are ‘there any ‘council 
restrictions on type of con- 
struction? For, example, in a 
“brick area”,’ brick veneer 
could be constructed but not 
timber. 


@ Make sure you are buy- 


ing the right block of land. 


@ If buying on terms, make 
sure of therate of interest, 
how often you pay instalments 
and the amount of each in- 
stalment. 


@ You shouk also find out 
what rights, if any, ‘you have 
of paying off amounts in ad- 
dition to thosé you -are com- 
mitted to pay.

» Most precautions apply to 
buying for a holiday home, ex-:

One precaution im buying 2 
block of land applies evan if 
i is only for a “secondary 
home”. That is, yon should 
inspect the block befowe mak- 
ing a decision. If you. can do 
‘so in wet wether, all the 
better.

In Victoria parents choose 
between the State, Protestant, 
Catholic or Jewish schools, 
while the Education Depart- 
ment maintains the same cur- 
riculum and inspection in 
them all. Taxes to finance 
education are levied on all, 
yet although education is com- 
pulsory, it is free only for 
those taxpayers who choose 
the State schools. 

Parents with children at 
independent schools must 
look to the political parties 
for some measure of equality 
in this matter. The D.L.P. be- 
lieves in equal treatment for 
all. The Liberal Party be 
lleves in some assistance in 
the form of science blocks and 
scholarships. The attitude of 
the ALP. and its Victorian 
Branch in particular is to re- 
ject equality together with 
practically all forms of as- 
sistance to the independent 
schools. 

The Victorian secretary of 
the ALP. Mr. W. Hartley, 
expressed sympathy with and 
appreciation of the problems, 
of Catholic schools in the 
Herald “Labor Speaks” re- 
cently, but he voted against a 
motion to change the A.LP. 
attitude to these same schools 
at the 1965 ALP. Federal 
Conference. So did his Vic- 
torian co-delegate, Mr. A. A.
